Lausanne indicated also that @ 
War Debt settlement should be 
& necessary preliminary to a 
World Economie Conference. 
Neither “of these conditions 
precedent hag been fulfilled. 
‘The London Conference has to 
deal with economic nationalism 
unqualified by any limitation of 
policies arising from the War. 
It has to find success in pre- 
seribing for economic recovery 
in a vacuum. Whether the task 
ig possible remains to be seen. 
But, assuming that exchanges 
are’ stabilised and tariffs are 
brought within reasonable con 

















trol, the main issue for the 
World still stands. It consists 
in the apparent failure to 





eliminate War from the nations’ 
sapprehension. It may be deserib- 
ed asthe failure to evolve an 
effective world opinion in 
guarantee of the rule of law. 
Of what use, it may well be 
asked, is it to cure the present 
economic ills, if, sooner or later, 
the catastrophe which largely 
produced those ills is to be re- 

sated on a more terrible scale? 

acts and treaties, in the eyes of 
competent observers, offer no 
real security. In desperation 
the old arguments are revived. 
War, it is asserted, is the natural 
expression of man’s stroggle for 
existence, It, enables humanity 
to preserve the finest qualities 
of self-sacrifice which would 
otherwise be atrophied for lack 
of opportunity. It embodies the 
doctrine of the survival of the 
fittest. It is merely the reflec- 
tion of those processes through 














which the whole universe is 
constantly passing. This kind 
of reasoning, if it can be so 
dignified, is’ but the anodyne 





employed by the bafled physi- 
clan. Its logic is awry and re- 
futed by every action of man in 
providing for thé advance of 
civilisations’s power to wre the 
diseased, protect the weak and 
raise the standard of living. If 
you wish for Peace, then pre- 
pare for War: the tag again 
rules a disillusioned world. Yet 
its falsity has been writ largo in 
the history of the 20th Century; 
To that falsity the memorials of 
nearly nine million dead testify. 
‘The League of Nations, Inck- 
ing though it does the support of 
a fifth of the world, has enjoyed 
& precarious prestige, not, be- 
cause of its undoubted success 
in preventing certain hostilit 
but because, for the time being, 
there is everywhere an economic 
and psychological inhibition 
against War. ‘The Four Power 
Pact, unless conditions change, 
will ‘not be worth ‘the paper on 
which it is written before a 
decade js out. It unites disunity 
simply because—for the moment 
‘ar is not desired by any of 
four signatory nations. 
who are sincerely

tatesmen, 
convinced ‘of the horror and folly 
of War, are none the less certain 
in their own minds that another 
World War will be staged in less 








than twenty years. All _ the 
haggling over Disarmament 
would have been ignominiously 
brought to an abrupt ending 
ong ago had it not been for the 
pressure of a strong public 
opinion which, impotent to 
devise remedies, has clung to the 
notion that, s0 long as Disarm 
ment ean be Kept a 

chance of finding a x 
exists. International anarchy is 
being fostered by acute nation- 
alism. "'Statesmanship seems 
able only to cope with it by 
recognising its validity and 
endeavouring to. direct its 
energies along defined channels, 
*No real effort is being made to 
replace independent national 
policy by collective responsibility 
for peace, Every nation, giving 











lip-service to the cause of 
Peace, is manoeuvring for a 
favourable position in the event 
lof War. No nation can be 
Jexempted from this charge. The 
fnew diplomacy has blundered as 
jegregiously as the old. To 
Jcorrect the blunders, the nations 
fall back on the old technique of 
regional agreements, themselves 


the admitted causes of War in 
the Jong run. All over the 
world, issues between nations 





today are in active discussion 
which would undoubtedly mean 
recourse to arms were it not for 
the restraining hand of economic 
incapacity allied to popular war- 
weariness. The League of 
Nations has acquired a danger- 
lous sense of security from the 
belief that it has fundamentally 
contributed to this unreal paci- 
ficism, 

What will happen when the 
Jeconomic depression lifts and a 
lgeneration possessed of no per- 
sonal knowledge of War is in 
the “saddle? ‘The question is 
Poignantly opportune. Only the 
other day a British statesman in 
the House of Commons was 
impelled to lift up his voice 
Jagainst the emergence of a 
belief that it 

‘ork for peace. Public opinion 
is confused by the utterances of 
its leaders: a Foreign Secretary 
lean win cheers by affirming his 
fixed intention to keep his coun- 
try out of War; a First Lord of 
the Admiralty is applauded for 
his contemptuorrs references to 
so-called “pacificists.” Let there 
be no mistake: in the last resort 
civilisation ‘depends ond 
cipline. If to a nation comes 
supreme owing to. the 
failure of statesmanship,  dis- 
cipline answers the call. ‘The 
pacificist of to-day becomes the 
obedient, fervent warrior of 
to-morrow. He may have work- 
Jed for the abolition of War but. 
Ihe is ready to share the conse- 
quences of a failure for w 
he, equally with those opposed 
to him in theory, takes responsi- 
bility. That, of course, com- 
plicates the task of ' world- 
statesmen. They have to pre- 
pare the new method while 
facquiescing in and, indeed, 
actively supporting maintenance 
of the old. Have they to confess 
the inevitability of failure? The 
urgent pressure of public 
opinion, growing in volume, says, 
“No.” "There are factors which 
provide resources denied to 
former generations. The nations 
live closer together in th 
highly’ mechanised and inventive 
civilisation. Interdependence is 
gaining ground as a principle of 
world policy. Even the fierce 
revival of nationalism may be a 
last despairing challenge to the 
newer forces of a tolerant belief 
which holds that a geographical 
boundary, a difference in lan 
lage or a’ pigmentary variatio 
does not radically alter the 
essentials of human conduct or

coming of communal citizenshi 
so the best that is in national 
pride has no need to fear the 
arrival of the age of inter- 
national polity.

THE WORLD PONDERS 
June 14. 


One experienced in the 
spacious stability of that age 
before the World split asunder, 
tested by the travail of the 
titanic conflict which ended only 
to develop in another and more 
devastating form, addressed the 
Jassembled representatives of 
humanity on Monday afternoon. 
King George V., in a position 
Ineld by no monarch since the 
World began, set the keynote of 
humility in’ his appeal for 
economic unity and collective 
‘wisdom capable of securing that 

His Majesty touched 
happily on the vast resources of 
invention available to stimulate 
the great effort for which the 
delegates were assembled. To 
{those who realise the gravity of 
the situation it may seem in- 
leredible that civilisation, endow. 
Jed with powers undreamt of in 
‘the past, should be in danger of 
dissolution. Yet let the mind go 











for a moment to those recently 
revealed traces in Ur and 
Harappa of a 6,000 year-old 


world which apparently became 
submerged and left man 
struggling once. more with the 
forces of barbarism and primi- 
ive ignorance. Visions of Babel 
vidly arise at the sight of 66 
nations in conference. Distance 





to which they listened were 
simultaneously heard in_ the 
uttermost parts of the Earth, 
Can the present generation of 
men rise superior to the jealou- 
sies and the forces of disunion 
which, perhaps, were responsible 
for the dim distant eataclysm of 
that previous failure? Will a 
world 6,000 years hence, merely 
by the discovery of a few coins, 
the outlines of excavated ci 
in the sand, have cognisance of 
the complex and disorderly 
brotherhood floundering to-day 
ina slough of economic despon: 
Surely that is too fantastic a 
pessimism to be allowed to 
assert itself. 

Whether the complexity, assist- 
jed by the very ingenuity of man, 
has reached a pitch beyond 
human control seems to be the 
Jquestion of the moment. It is 
now being tested by the London 
Conference. In fourteen years 
jsince the ‘first phase of the 
world's upheaval was ended, 
fifty-one international confere 
‘ces have been held. Statesmen 
and experts have foregathered, 
have worn themselves out 
peregrinations for the sake of 
finding agreement. They have 
set guard on their lips in the 
hope of steering discussions to 
































unity. Instead of an inter- 
national outlook they 
confronted by increasing part 





cularism. Violent — nationalism 
has come into the picture as a 
desperate device of self-protec- 





tion. ‘The Conference in London 
sits amid the of eager 
hopes and ambitious schemes. 


Its greatest asset is the still 


to which the shattered frame of 
humanity is clinging with all 
the fervour of despair. How 
‘will it meet the obligations thus 
imposed? On the eve of this 
Conference plain words and st 

plainer actions have been fort 
coming to point the dangers 
ahead. The Prime Minister 

(Great ‘Britain, in his presidenti 
speech, effectively rebulted the 
argument that the Conference 
should have been postponed 
until cireumstances were more 
favourabl 

“What proof is there that these 

circumstances can arise if these 

ireumstances are left?” 

Practical proposals to meet 
urgent necessities—that was Mr. 
Ramsay MacDonald's demand 
from the Conference. Economic 
theories and generalities were 
brushed aside: pills to cure the 
earthquake. The delegates were 
‘thus ushered to their task in no 
spirit of smooth euphemism, 
They were adjured to concen- 
trate on making the world an 
economic unit, on re-creating 
the stricken spirit of internation- 
lism, 

Mankind is right to be proud 
as well as humble to-day. It 
has, under Divine Providence, 
been able to confer with a com- 
pleteness unknown in_ histor; 
Defective as it is in its individual 
‘equipment it has been able to 
lcompass a remarkable instru- 
Iment for the expression of 
collective wisdom. Pride can 
evolve the enthusiasm and tena- 
city for achievement but without 
humility which relies on the 
essential inspiration from higher 
land grander authority it cannot 
lgive achievement the requisite 
lconfirmation. The London Con- 
ference now proceeds to its task. 
Conscious as it must be of the 
widespread loss of faith in the 
Imethod of which it is the symbol, 
it will be well-advised to eschew 
the ornamental aid of rhetoric 
Jand formula. It has to work to 
Ja change of heart—not neces- 
sarily in the individual but in 
{the individual when collected in 
ithe mass. There has been erect- 
Jed in the minds of men a high 
principle of conduct. There has 
Inot been found the capacity to 
lapply that principle firmly to 
ithe policies of nations. Collee- 
tive internationalism is- being| 
Jassailed by economic nation- 
jalism.

jeal effect of the non-recognition 
of Manchoukuo, the need for

comes plain. Japan is human 
Tike other nations. In times of 
crisis she may err and correction 
jof her mistakes is always ‘pos= 
sible. This may perhaps be per- 

ived in the report that Mr. A. 
H. F, Edwardes is to return to 
England to expound the merits

finitely more satisfactory basis, 
it will be awkward for Tokyo if 
the ill-conceived project of ap- 
pointing Mr. Edwardes—a virtual 
pensioner of the Chinese Govern- 
fment—to an advisership in 
Changchun is carried into effect.

It can, however, be 
asserted with considerable’ con- 
fidence that, as a mediator be- 
‘tween Japap and British public 
opinion, Mr. Edwardes would find 
his opportunities severely re- 
stricted. The British Govern- 
ment, for instance, could hardly 
fail to respect the intense and 
justifiable resentment which his 
acceptance of Japanese employ- 
‘ment has created in China. Nor 
have Japanese criticisms of the 
League tended to assi: 
where, at least, ie 
appreciation of ‘the significance 
attached at Geneva to the ‘pre 
servation of the machinery of 
international agreement. | For 
reasons which then appeared to 
‘her to be imperative Japan per- 
mitted herself to come within 
peril of having infringed certain 
undertakings entered into in her 
name. Justification of her action 
is one thing; the attempt to con- 
demn the League for refusing to 
‘be led into the same peril is an- 
other. "Fortunately ‘there ‘ta 
round for belief that Japanese 
foreign policy is inclined to re- 
covery of international confidence. 
[The London Conference may 
help, 

Generally that policy will con- 
centrate on the development of 
Manchoukuo which, within’ ten 
lyears, it is hoped, will have justi. 
fied itself as a real economic and 
political asset to its creator. 
Whether, for the attainment of 
that purpose, annexation will 
ultimately be’ preferred to con 
tinuance of the present masque- 
rade which cannct be palatable 
to the practical commonsense of 
Japanese administrators, must, 
for the time being, be left to 
future disclosure. The mere fact 
that such doubt exists should dis- 
courage impatience with the 
League's cautious attitude. And, 
of course, the recognition of 
Manchoukuo by the League is not 
@opendent solely on Japanese 
views. To China the League has 
obligations which cannot be 
ignoved in that regard. In a 
successful search for economic 
salvation Japan cannot advisedly 
hug the chains of isolation. No 
‘ion to-day can afford the role 
of the misunderstood victim on a 
lonely pedestal or in a self-select- 
ed pillory. With the rest of the 
nations Japan is now honourably 
engaged in a great effort of co- 
operation. On that account, the 
entente with America and the 
tentative approach to that 
essential basis of Far Eastern 
Policy—closer Sino-Japanese un- 
derstanding—are welcome. They 
‘may minister to recovery {rom & 
too-sensitive mood of suspicious 
vesentfulness. In support Japan 
can count on the friendly toler- 
ance of Great Britain who is no 
Jess anxious to eliminate the 
obstacles to true international 
accord.

Tt should be noted in this connec 
ti. that if the said foreigner, thus 
travelling, is requested by the off- 
clals of the passport or any. other 
offivials of the Manchoukuo Govern- 
‘ment to present his passport or any 
document serving as substitute for 
his passport and his residence cert 
fleates duly issued” by the Police 
Osice of the Kuantung Government, 
he shall be required to comply with 
siuch ‘request;

All this bother about silver 
and gold seems a little untai 
And then the China Kennel Club 
wins headlines for sympathy 
with its desire to increase the 
gelfeateem of the pedigreed dog. 
Surely copper and the homely 
wonk have the right to be taken 
into confidence when the topsy- 
turviness of everything from the 
bench to the (gold) “bar is in 
question. Why should not. the 
copper, coin ask to be stabilised?
